The Refolution of the three Colleges that compofe 
the Diet of the Empire, for eftabiifhing a Fund 


or Cheft for the Expences of rhe War, is (in. 


fubftance ) as follows. 
¢ I T being propos’d to be confider’d in this Dier, 
that the utmoft Neceffity requir’d, for car- 
‘ rying on the Military Operations on the Upper 
‘ Rhine, where the Army of the Empire under the 
‘ Command of his Electoral Highnefs of Hanover 
‘ was confiderably increas’d, that a Sum of Money 
‘ fhould be levy’d upon the whole Empire, propor- 
tion’d among theCircles,and f{peedily be broughtin, 
‘ for enabling his Electoral Highnefs to put his De- 
‘ figns in Execution; and his Ele&oral Highnefs 
‘ having defired that thefaid Sum may be 200000 
‘ Rixdollars ; The faid Propofition being debated, it 
- was reprefented, that by the Refolution of the 
‘ Diet pafs’d’ the r1th of May 1704, every Circle 
* ftood already charg’d at a certain Rate for every 
‘ Horfeman and Foot Soldier which they were to 
‘furnith as their Contingent, and that the Sum fo 
‘charg’d amounted to more than the 200000 Rix- 
dollars now demanded ; The 3 Colleges came there- 
‘ upon to a Refolution, that the forefaid ratify’d Re- 


‘ folution of the Diet fhall be put in Execution, 


* and that agreeable thereto the Circles of the Em- 
‘ pire thall each furnifh their due Proportion of the 
*faid Sam of 200000 Rix-dollars, and fend 
* it to the Imperial City of Francfort within a Month 
* (without fail) after the Imperial Ratification of the 
* prefent Refolution. And whereas the Difpofal of 
* that Sum for the Service of the Empire, is intirely 
* left to the Difcretion of his Eletoral Highnefs of 
* Hanover; the forefaid Imperial City have no more 
‘ to do than according to tke Orders of his faid E- 
* lectoral Highnefs only, to pay out the Money for 
‘ the Military Service, keeping a regular and due 
Account of feveral Disburfements. And his 
‘ Imperial Majefty is hereby moft humbly befoughr, 
‘on the Part of the Empire, to be moft gracionfly 
* pleas'd, fecing the Affair will admit of no de- 
‘lay, to iffue with ali Expedition his requifite 
‘ Imperial Orders to. the feveral Circles, to the end 
‘ s.ec within the forefaid Term of 4 Weeks every 
‘ Clrete may pay in their Dividend to the Imperial 
‘City cf Brancfort and receive Difcharges for the 
“fame: And forafmuch as this is a common and 
* preifing Affair, no State of the Empire fhall on any 
* Pretence be exempted from furnifhing its Contin- 
* gent ; the rather feeing the prefent ftate of things 
* and rhe common Service require, that the Empire 
* fhoul! wirh more than ordinary Vigour exert it 
‘felf to farnith towards the War its Proportion of 
Troops, &c.

Evening the Deputies of Naffau Diets gave in a 
Memorial to the Diet, which was read, and im- 


ported, that his Royal Majefty of Pruffia cannot be 


admitted to have Seflion and Voice in the Diet on 
Account of the County of Meurs, becaufe a Suit 
for that County between bis faid Majefty and the 
Prince of Naffau Diets, is at this time depending in 
the Imperial Chamber: And therefore, the faid De- 
purty, preenns in due Manner againft the Proceed- 
ings of the Deputy of Pruffia, defir’d that a Reto- 
lution of the Diet might be fent to the Emperour, 
importing that all thar has been done with Relaii- 
on to the Invefticure of the faid County granted to 
the King of Pruffia, and in Prejudice of the Right 
of the Prince of Naffau Diets Stadholder of Frife- 
land, may be annull’d, and that the Caufe in Difpure 
may remain intize, till the Judges before whom 
‘tis carry’d fhall decide it, Count Reuffen has by a. 
Memorial complain’d to the Diet, that his Country 
is burthen’d with the Quartering of 2 Regiments of 
the Elector of Saxony’s Horfe ; and that befides For- 
rage for the Horfe, the Inhabitants are compell’d to 
furnifh the Officers with fuch Victuals and Drink as’ 
they think fit to demand, and ordinary Subfiftence , 
to the common Soldiers ; and all this, notwithftand- 
ing the faid Count had fent a Regiment into the» 


Service of the Emperour and Empire,-whereupon his 


Imperial Majefty had given moft gracious Affurances | 
to the Counr, that he fhould be exempted from all 


‘Quartering, and to that end granted him Imperial — 


Letters of Protection: Wherefore he intreats the 


‘Diet to take fuch Meafures that his Country may’* 


be freed from Oprreffion. In the mean Time fome ° 


Deputies fay they have Advice,that his Iniperial Ma- . 


jefty has refolv’d to take into his Service our of 


Hand 6 Regiments of the Elector of Saxony’s, in 
Hopes that the Circles will furnifh them with Quar- | 


ters; and that his Imperial Majefty notify’d fuch 
his Refolution to the Duke of Marlborough by Count. 
Wratiflaw, at Francfort.
